Reap again the Orders contained in the Des- 
patch from the late Hon’ble the Court of Diree- 
tars No. 96, dated 16th December 1857. 


Resovurion.—In the above-mentioned Despatch 
the Hon’ble Court made the following observa- 
tions :—“ Our general instruction, that the State- 
ments of Receipts and Disbursements should 
contain only Cash transactions, is not to be 
applied to the ease of postage on service letters 
and parcels. This postage, as we have already 
informed you in a previous Despatch, should he 
exhibited in the receipts, the charge being debited 
in’ the disbursements to the several Departments to 
| which it properly appertains.”” 

In conformity to these instructions, entries of 
| service postage have since been made on both 
sides of the accounts, not only in the Statements 
of actual Receipts and Disbursements, but in the 
Estimates likewise, It has, however, occurred to 
this Government that it is an objectionable plan, 
to exhibit in the Budget Estimate official postage 
as a receipt on one side, and expense on the other,
